The last time the United Nations Security 
Council tack led a dispute over nationalization, 
nothing happened. That was when Premier Mos­ 
sadegh of Iran nationalized oil. This is what 
Britain fears In the dispute over Egypt s na­ 
tionalization of the Suez Canal -j that nothing 


will happen.

Actually, nationalization is not the issue over 
Suez. Col. Nasser’s buildup as the leader of an 
Arabian bloc in the Middle East is the issue. The 
Security Council is being ask ed to rule on a side 
issue because the real issue cannot be stated. 
In 1951, nationalization was not the issue in 
Iran, either. Mossadegh’s contempt for foreign 
rights was the issue. By the time Britain was 
desperate enough to go to the Security Cwncil 
on the claim that world peace was being threat­ 
ened. Mossadegh seemed unstoppable. It already 
had tried the World Court. 
Mossadegh decreed the World Court had no 
jurisdiction, and the World Court subsequently 
agreed with him. He toW the Security Counci 
it had no jurisdiction because nationalization of 
oil resources in Iran was an internal matter, 
and the Security Council also agreed with him. 
Until two years later, when the eccentric 
premier of Iran was overthrown by a political 
upheaval that may or may not have been an 
Internal matter, too, he k ept his legal-minded 
critics tied in legal* k nots» 
The Suez Canal may be different from Iran s 
oil resources for some legal reason which is 
not readily apparent, but there is a close re­ 
semblance between Premier Mossadegh and 
President Nasser. Both have mastered the legal 
k not.

Not A Trace’Left 
We are not sure what it means, but nothing 
has been said for a long time about “eggheads”

IT IS A devastating formula be­ 
cause, as things stand today, it 
could mean a retreat from civili­ 
zation. Way back in 1863, Jules 
Michelet, the French historian, 
writing about Kosciuszk o, said: 
“We must simply consider Rus­ 
sia as a whole, as a barbarous 
force, a lawless world, a world 
hostile to law; one which does not 
advance, but retreats and reverts 
to ancient barbarism, a w o r l d 
which accepts modem civilization 
only in order to bring disintegra­ 
tion into the Western world and to 
k ill* the law itrclf the world of law 
has its frontiers where it used to 
have them in the Middle Ages, on 
the Vistula and on the Danube. 
Russia tak es from us only t he 
evil. She absorbs all the poison of 
Europe. She returns it in an in­ 
creased and more dangerous form. 
Accepting Russia we accept chol­ 
era, anarchy and death. . .” 
And somehow this judgment fits 
today as it was unquestionably 
true prior to the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion. The Russians, from the start 
of their history, moved in a differ­ 
ent direction from western Eur­ 
ope. 


HERE IS A conflict that for cen­ 
turies was limited to academic 
discussion; now it is the foremost 
problem of our century. 
It is the color problem which is 
disturbing Asia and Africa a n d 
therefore Europe and the United 
States. Granted that Soviet Russia 
stepped into that situation and ag­ 
gravated it, the fact is that the 
disease was festering and the Rus­ 
sians k new what to do to mak e it 
explosive.

They took the poisons of western | 
history and distilled them to great­ 
er potency, until now there are no 
doctors so wise or able that they 
k now what to do. Nasser or Egypt 
stands as the dark -sk inned man '

cause that would mean the hydro-

Even had the wisest men fore- ; 
seen this — and there were many 
who did foresee this, not the least ! 
of whom was Rudyard Kipling— | 
there would still be no answer. 
It is one of those crucial historic 
situations, lik e the rise of the bour- i 
geoisie in the French Revolution 
and the proletariat after World 
War I which work s itself out over ' 
the centuries. The hope now is that 
whatever else it brings, it will not 
bring more war.

Pro And Co n On P. O. Pens 


Nearly all Post Offices have been equipped 
with modern ball pens to replace the terrible 
P.O. pens of history. An unprecedented drop in 
profanity is expected. And a good deal of the 
nation's high blood pressure will disappear, too. 
On the other hand there is bound to be some 
unfavorable reaction, since the public has had 
so many years of difficulty with wholly useless 
Post Office pens, that it may resent being sud­ 
denly deprived of a great excuse for top-blow­ 
ing, and general irascibility.

JUST WHAT WILL HAPPEN to the ball pens, 
we do not k now. They are held to the postal 
desk s by chains, but the public can’t be foiled 
indefinitely by this. Our information is that 
thousands have disappeared already. Not a few 
people carry metal cutters. And there is al­ 
ways the muscular fellow who can’t look at a 
chain without establishing his superiority. 
The worst case to come ot our attention is that 
of a man who filed the chains on three pens, 
as the wife and k id wanted one, too, left a 
pencil with a brok en lead on the desk and then 
filled a fountain pen from one of the post office 
ink wells.

- The first 
month of the presidential cam­ 
paign is over and the candidates 
have a little over five week s to 
go. How has it been so far?

But the 
war is over now. McCarthy has 
faded. There have been no real 
scandals. Talk about Communists , 
in government, long overplayed by 
the Republicans, has died down. 
Now the Democrats—Adlai Ste­ 
venson and Kefauver—are bang­ 
ing away at the Republican for­ 
eign policy, critical of it for not ^ 
finding a new way to deal with 
the new Russian tactics. 
Mostly the D e m o c r a t s have j 
aimed at things closer at home i 
and easier to understand. They’ve | 
been talk ing about people’s pock - i 


etbook s on bread - and - butter is­ 
sues: Better prices for farmers, 
more concern for the small busi­ 
nessman, 
po w e r development, 
more money for the aged, better 
schools, higher pay for teachers. 
Stevenson and Kefauver have 
sighted deliberately at each group 
which has suffered some money 
loss uncier the Eisenhower admin- 
istratioa for, while this is a time 
of high properity and record em- 
ploymenSt, there are soft spots. 
In 1952 the Democrats, because 
they had been running the govern­ 
ment, were on the defensive. This 
time the Republicans are in that 
spot. Naturally, while the Demo­ 
crats try to mak e them look as 
bad as possible, the Republicans 
put their best foot forward. 
The result is some exaggeration 
on both sides. It may get worse. 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower, who 
campaigned furiously in 1952, ap­ 
parently thought he could win this

But Staevenson and Kefauver are 
beating the bushes hard.

Dime A Week Will Do It 


The annual Community Fund campaign got 
under way today in East Liverpool, Chester 
and Newell 
A record $80,000 is the goal of the workers 
who will be making solicitations until the drive 
winds up on Oct. 13. 
This figure looks like a whopper — and it is. 
But with a dime as the battlecry, there is no 
reason why, come Oct. 13, the money shouldn’t 
be pledged or on hand to assure continuance 
of the worthwhile programs sponsored by the 
six agencies benefitting from the fund. 
As usual, the industrial division will bear 
the brunt of the campaign in corporate gifts, 
with plants expected to contribute generously 
as in the past. 
But it is the average worker who must put 
the fund over the top. This is where the dime 
comes in. Basing their thinking on a contri­ 
bution of only IO cents a week for 52 weeks, 
j 
campaign leaders are hoping to obtain at least 
a $5 yearly pledge from most workers. 
This isn’t too much to ask when viewed from 
the standpoint of a dime a week. It means 
merely giving up an occasional cigar, a short 
beer, an extra trip in the family car, and so on. 
There are hundreds of ways you can salvage 
a dime out of your weekly budget—and it won’t 
hurt a bit. 
Your money couldn’t be put to better use. 
The agencies participating in the Community 
Fund are the Girl Scouts. Boy Scouts, YMCA, 
Salvation Army, Recreation Council and USO— 
all organizations with objectives of bettering 
the community, with particular emphasis on 
programs to make better citizens of our young­ 
sters. 
If the man-in-the-street comes through as 
hoped, the drive can go over the top. Respond 
willingly when you are asked to contribute. 


The last time the United Nations Security 
Council tackled a dispute over nationalization, 
nothing happened. That was when Premier Mos­ 
sadegh of Iran nationalized oil. This is what 
Britain fears in the dispute over Egypt’s na­ 
tionalization of the Suez Canal — that nothing 
will happen. 
Actually, nationalization is not the issue over 
Suez. Col. Nasser’s buildup as the leader of an 
Arabian bloc in the Middle East is the issue. The 
Security Council is being asked to rule on a side 
issue because the real issue cannot be stated. 
In 1951, nationalization was not the issue in 
Iran, either. Mossadegh’s contempt for foreign 
rights was the issue. By the time Britain was 
desperate enough to go to the Security Council 
on the claim that world peace was being threat­ 
ened. Mossadegh seemed unstoppable. It already 
had tried the World Court. 
Mossadegh decreed the World Court had no 
jurisdiction, and the World Court subsequently 
agreed with him. He told the Security Council 
it had no jurisdiction because nationalization of 
oil resources in Iran was an internal matter, 
and the Security Council also agreed with him. 
Until two years later, when the eccentric 
premier of Iran was overthrown by a political 
upheaval that may or may not have been an 
internal matter, too. he kept his legal-minded 
critics tied in legal' knot* 
The Suez Canal may be different from Iran’s 
oil resources for some legal reason which is 
not readily apparent, but there is a close re­ 
semblance between Premier Mossadegh and 
President Nasser. Both have mastered the legal 
knot. 


# No! A Trace Left 


We are not sure what it means, but nothing 
has been said for a long time about “eggheads’ 
in connection with the national campaign. 
Four years ago, so much was being said about 
1 them that intellectualism came close to being 
» an issue, as it has been off and on since the

This 
revolution already has p a s s e d 
through several phases and there 
is much unfinished business still 
to plague the rest of mankind. One 
of these phases is the revolt of 
the dark-skinned peoples 
against 
the white peoples. If a Hindu, for 
instance, were told that Soviet Rus­ 
sia is the most colonial nation on 
Earth, the Hindu is likely to reject 
the idea. He probably adopts the 
attitude that colonialism means the 
subjection of the dark-skinned peo­ 
ples to the white-skinned countries 
And it is this formula that Soviet 
Russia has succeeded in establish­ 
ing in Asia and Africa to the per­ 
il of all Western countries and the 
peace of the world. 


IT IS A devastating formula be­ 
cause, as things stand today, it 
could mean a retreat from civili­ 
zation. Way back in 1863. Jules 
Michelet, 
the 
French 
historian, 
writing about Kosciuszko, said: 
“We must simply consider Rus­ 
sia as a whole, as a barbarous 
force, a lawless world, a world 
hostile to law; one which does not 
advance, but retreats and reverts 
to ancient barbarism, a w o r l d 
which accepts modern civilization 
only in order to bring disintegra­ 
tion into the Western world and to 
kill the law itself the world of law 
has its frontiers where it used to 
have them in the Middle Ages, on 
the Vistula and on the Danube. 
Russia takes from us only t h e 
evil. She absorbs all the poison of 
Europe. She returns it in an in­ 
creased and more dangerous form. 
Accepting Russia we accept chol­ 
era. anarchy and death. . .’’ 
And somehow this judgment fits 
today as it was unquestionably 
true prior to the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion. The Russians, from the start 
of their history, moved in a differ­ 
ent direction from western Eur­ 
ope. 


THE WEST was Roman; Russia 
was Byzantian. The West 
w a s 
oriented toward freedom; Russia 
continued the concept of autocra­ 
cy. While those nations which de­ 
rive their civilizations from Greece 
and Rome developed steadily and 
increasingly in the direction of a 
greater liberty for the individual, 
wherever the influences were Byz­ 
antian or Oriental, the direction 
was always toward power for those 
who controlled the state and the 
subjection of the people to those in 
power. 
Thus, east of the Vistula and the 
Danube have appeared a number 
of countries and peoples who are 
wholly unlike those in the West in 
habits, in thought, in their atti­ 
tudes toward moral and public 
questions It is altogether a differ­ 
ent world 
W’hen to these historical differ­ 
ences are added the racial distinc­ 
tion of pigmentation, the relation­ 
ships become complex and diffi­ 
cult of solution. 
For the pigmented peoples al­ 
ways have resented the power the 
white-skinned peoples have assert­ 
ed over them. The nations that 
produced Avicenna and Averroes 
will not regard themselves as in- j 
ferior to those who produced Mai- 
monides and Thomas Aquipas. 
J 


HERE IS A conflict that for cen­ 
turies was limited to academic 
discussion: now it is the foremost 
problem of our century. 
It is the color problem which is 
disturbing Asia and Africa a n d 
therefore Europe and the United 
States. Granted that Soviet Russia 
stepped into that situation and ag­ 
gravated it, the fact is that the 
disease was festering and the Rus­ 
sians knew what to do to make it 
explosive. 
They took the poisons of western 
history and distilled them to great­ 
er potency, until now there are no 
doctors so wise or able that they 
know what to do. Nasser or Egypt 
stands as the dark-skinned 
man 
telling the white-skinned one 
to 
come and fight him and he knows 
that no one dare start a fight be­ 
cause that would mean the hydro­ 
gen bomb and the end to every­ 
thing. 
Even had the wisest men fore­ 
seen this — and there were many 
who did foresee this, not the least 
of whom was Rudyard Kipling— 
there would still be no answer. 
It is one of those crucial historic 
situations, like the rise of the bour­ 
geoisie in the French Revolution 
and the proletariat after World 
War I which works itself out over 
the centuries. The hope now’ is that 
whatever else it brings, it will not 
bring more war. 


Locks Of Old 
I 


Seen through a keyhole, the 20th 
century appears far more security- 
conscious than any other. 
Americans, 
having 
finally 
in­ 
vented genuinely pickproof locks 
for secreting government papers, 
also are' putting locks on tele­ 
phones, TV sets, brief cases, frozen 
food lockers and on imitation chi­ 
na eggs — to hold them fast to 
hen’s nests 
In faraway desert lands, Amer- ' 
ican locks secure packs to camel 
backs. And in New Guinea. Motu 
tribesmen use them on their treas­ 
ure chests holding shrunken hu­ 
man heads. 
Yet one can turn the key of time 
back several centuries and find 
that locks were devised and 'S’d 
just as imaginatively then as to- j 
day, the National Geographic So­ 
ciety says. Early Romans, for ex­ 
ample, fastened their doors with 
leather thongs tied in a series of 
knots that would put to shame 
the most intricate tangle on a mod­ 
ern chili’s shoe laces. 
The oldest known lock, a large 
wooden structure uncovered in the 
ruins of the Babylonian city of 
Ninevah, was made at least 4.000 
years ago by Egyptians. 
T h e 
Egyptians were probably the first 
to use crude pin keys and tumbl­ 
ers. The key, a straight piece of 
wood, had pegs on one end placed 
to correspond with the tumblers. 
Later the Greeks specialized in 
the sickle lock, named for the 
key’s resemblance to the reaper’s 
sickle. The key was so large it 
had to be carried over the shoul­ 
der.

Pro And Con On P. O. Pens 


Nearly all Post Offices have been equipped 
with modern ball pens to replace the terrible 
P.O. pens of history. An unprecedented drop in 
profanity is expected. And a good deal of the 
nation’s high blood pressure will disappear, too. 
On the other hand there is bound to be some 
unfavorable reaction, since the public has had 
so many years of difficulty with wholly useless 
Post Office pens, that it may resent being sud­ 
denly deprived of a great excuse for top-blow­ 
ing, and general irascibility. 


For generations the Post Office pen has serv­ 
ed as an outlet for emotional outbursts and fair 
target for criticism of the postal service, all 
postmasters and the government in general. 


WE KNOW A MAN who. whenever he wanted 
to feel mean, but couldn’t quite make it, would 
go to the Post Office and use one of its pens. 
He would become a stinker in no time, capable 
of the most senseless fury. 
And we have heard of an executive who never 
felt quite up to the necessary belligerency at 
some board meeting until he first had a work­ 
out with P. 0. writing materials. The sudden 
compulsion to use a perfectly good pen can 
come as quite a shock. 


JUST WHAT WILL HAPPEN to the ball pens. 
we do not know. They are held to the postal 
desks by chains, but the public can’t be foiled 
indefinitely by this. Our information is that 
thousands have disappeared already. Not a few 
people carry metal cutters. And there is al­ 
ways the muscular fellow who can’t look at a 
chain without establishing his superiority. 
The worst case to come ot our attention is that 
of a man who filed the chains on three pens, 
as the wife and kid wanted one. too, left a 
pencil with a broken lead on the desk and then 
filled a fountain pen from one of the post office 
inkwells. 
Then there is the fellow who used one of the 
ball pens with satisfaction at the post office 
desk but complained to the postmaster that 
there was no swimming pool so he could see if 
it would write UNDER WATER.

Church was established in 1913 and 
from then until 1923 the bishops of 
Cuba, Puerto Rico and the Pana­

church affairs for Haiti. S i n c e 
then, regular missionary bishops 
have been assigned. 
The Rt. Rev. Nelson M. B u r ­ 
roughs, Bishop of the Episcopa 
Diocese of Ohio, also spoke. 
Work in the mission field of the 
diocese was outlined by the Ven 
erable Donald Wonders, Archdea­ 
con of the diocese. He told of new 
churches b e i n g established and 
others to be started, especially in 
the lake region of the state.

CLIMB THE FASmON ladder 
with this elongated stretch! Posi­ 
tion: Standing with feet slightly 
apart, arms arched overhead, pull 
slim through the middle. 
Movement: 
“Climb” , reaching 
high with right arm, feeling the 
pull all along the lateral muscles 
that bound the sides of the sil­ 
houette — vital territory this sea­ 
son. 
Aim to pull the waist up away 
from the hips, and the ribs from 
the waist. Hold the upstretch. . . 
then slowly relax right arm as you 
stretch with the left arm, again 
pulling all along the left side. Keep 
climbing this imaginary ladder, 
until you feel thoroughly stretched 
, . .about a dozen times. 
Now to smooth out that girdle 
top roll: 
Position: Standing, feet 
w e l l 
apart, arms stretched overhead, 
pull up firmly. 
Movement: Twist gently at waist 
a q uarter of the way around. Hold­ 
ing the twist, bend to the side- 
back , pulling smoothly. Then, still 
holding the q uarter twist, bend 
forward at that angle — hold. Re­ 
lax . Now twist at the waist to the 
other side and follow through with 


bending movements. Warning: If 
your b|ick is not normally strong, 
sk ip the twist and be content with 
supple side-bending. 
Finish with a precision 
r ol l to 
smooth the hipline: 
Position: Lying on back on floor, 
legs together, arms ex tended on 
floor beyond head. 


MOVEMENT: Roll slowly and 
heavily across the hips, clear over 
to fat pad on side of thigh, then 
r-o-1-1 back across hips to opposite 
thighline. Mak e this a slow, heavy 
roll. Roll 10 times, rest, then mak e 
it 20.

WASHINGTON, D. C. - Early 
fall — mid-September th rou gh Oc­ 
tober — is considered by most ex­ 
perts to be th e ideal time for h ou se 
painters to set u p th eir ladders and 
go to it.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (JV-The state 
liqu or department may issu e new 
beer and wine permits this week. 
Director William C. Bryant said 
Satu rday. 
The permits have not been is­ 
su ed since 1952. 
Validity of a board of liqu or con- 
roi regu lation adopted last May is 
expected to be established by a 
5'ranklin Cou nty common pleas 
cou rt entry, Bryant said. 
“Thu s another approximately 2,- 
000 permit applications will be­ 
come active and ready for proces­ 
sing,” the director said. 
Bryant said, however, that he 
dou bts if very many beer and wine 
permits will be processed before 
Oct. 31. 
The permit division has been 
swamped by several thou sand ap­ 
plications for hard liqu or permits 
since the department’s freeze on 
su ch permits was broken, Bryant 
said. 
Issu ance of new permits cease 
for the year Oct. 31, he added. 
’The regu lation lifts freezes on 
carry-ou t permits and operating 
hou r extensions and su bstitu tes a 
qu ota system of permit issu ance 
based on a ratio of the nu mber of 
permits ou tstanding to the popu ­ 
lation in 1952, according to Bryant. 
Bryant said two decisions by 
Ju dge George Marshall both u p­ 
held the regu lation. 
“There is no barrier standing in 
the way of issu ing more than 500 
C-1 (carry-ou t 3.2 beer) permits 
and approximately 900 C-2 (carry­ 
ou t beer, wine and bottled cock­ 
tails) permits for which applica- 


tions are now on file,” Bryant 
said. 
The ru ling will allow the pro­ 
cessing of more than 300 applica­ 
tions for the sale of 3.2 beer in 
taverns and 300 applications for 
the sale of beer, wine and bottled 
cocktails 
in 
taverns, 
althou gh 
these will be limited somewhat by 
a ratio formu la adopted by the 
board, he added.

CHARLESTON UPi — West V i r- 
ginia’s statu tory fall forest f i r e 
season opened today and Conserva­ 
tion Director Carl J. Johnson says 
the woodlands are reasonable fire- 
resistant at present.

Tips Offered 
On Finishing 


Use French Polish, 
Writer Suggests 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
Written For Bell Syndicate 
Of all the fine and endu ring fin­ 
ishes for fu rnitu re. French Polish­ 
ing heads the list. 
The name is rather misleading, 
since French Polish is actu ally a 
finish and not a polish. For those 
who want the very best and can af­ 
ford it, or who can devote the time 
to produ cing it, there is nothing 
to compare with it. 
The actu al mechanics of finish­ 
ing anything with French Polish 
are not by any means compli­ 
cated. It consists chiefly of bu iid- 
ing u p a deep, glowing su rface 
with thinned shellac in the follow­ 
ing manner. 
First, the su rface to be finished 
mu st be scru pu lou sly clean and 
bone-dry. if it is to be stained, 
only a water-stain siiou ld be u sed 
and allowed to dry thorou ghly. 
Next, white shellac shou ld be 
thinned with denatu red alcohol u n­ 
til it is a water consistency, and 
applied to the su rface. An old linen 
rag is ideal as an applicator. Long 
strokes, with the grain of the su r­ 
face, and a light pressu re are 
u sed. 
Each coat mu st be allowed to 
dry and is then sanded off with 
very fine sandpaper. After three 
or fou r coats of the shellac, a 
glow will become evident becau se 
the shellac is bu ilding u p to the 
reflective stage.

Tips Offered 
On Finishing 


Use French Polish, 
Writer Suggests 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
Written For Bell Syndicate 
Of all the fine and enduring fin­ 
ishes for furniture, French Polish­ 
ing heads the list. 
The name is rather misleading, 
since French Polish is actually a 
finish and not a polish. For those 
who want the very best and can af­ 
ford it, or who can devote the time 
to producing it. there is nothing 
to compare with it. 
The actual mechanics of finish­ 
ing anything with French Polish 
are not by any means compli­ 
cated. It consists chiefly of build­ 
ing up a deep, glowing surface 
with thinned shellac in the follow­ 
ing manner. 
First, the surface to be finished 
must be scrupulously clean and 
bone-dry. If it is to be stained, 
only a water-stain should be used 
and allowed to dry thoroughly. 
Next, white shellac should be 
thinned with denatured alcohol un­ 
til it is a water consistency, and 
applied to the surface. An old linen 
rag is ideal as an applicator. Long 
strokes, with the grain of the sur­ 
face, and a light pressure are 
used. 
Each coat must be allowed to 
dry and is then sanded off with 
very fine sandpaper. After three 
or four coats of the shellac, a 
glow will become evident because 
the shellac is building up to the 
reflective stage. 
The next coats should be made 
with the same shellac mixture but 
with the addition of several drops 
of pure olive oil. After two of 
these, additional oil is added as 
each coat is spread.

Falls, Ffrei Cause 
4 Other Deaths In 
State During Period 


By The Associated Press 
For one of the few times since 
balmy spring weather began lur­ 
ing Ohioans onto the highways in 
droves, the state has passed a 
weekend with less than 10 traffic 
deaths. 
An Associated Press survey cov­ 
ering the 54-hour period from 6 
p.m. Friday to midnight Sunday 
showed that only nine deaths were 
reported on Ohio’s highways. Four 
other deaths were attributed to 
miscellaneous accidental causes. 
There were no accidents which 
claimed more than one life and 
only one person died Friday night. 
Falls caused two of the four non­ 
traffic deaths and fires figured in 
the other two.
